And then ſhall the iudgement be, as we 

| reade; 
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reade , Math, 24. 22. Except thoſe 
PETTY ſhould be ſhortned,there ſhoulano fleſh 
be [aned,but for the alefts ſake thoſe dayes 
fhalbe ſhortned. 

Secondly,this Judgement is delaied, 
that the ſtubborne and vngodly may be 
thereby without excuſe. For they haue 
warning mough,exhortations 6c threat- 
ningsat all times, whar their ſinnes de- 
ſerue, at1:| what they are to looke for,ſo 
that they cannot be iznorant of the 
iudgemer day,ncither can they ſay,that 
they are oppreſſed at vnawares. 

And this may ſuffice to proue , not 
onely that ſinne and our offences 1s and 
ſhalbe the cauſe of widgement: but aifo 
they that {in of ſet purpole, & in ſcofhng 
and mocking fort,think that there (h al 
be no indgement,or rather do ſuppreſle 
and bury withintholc lues,ifir might be, 
the inward feeling & knowledge of the 
ſame,c chat to their orcat hurr,ſhal nor 
eſcape } heauy vegcahce of Got thogh 
yctthey be forborn. Alſochar the minds 
of the godly be nor troubled, althouzh 
they do not preſently (ee that god doch 
exerciſe his mdgments & puniſhments 
vpon them : and that they faint not 19 
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wel doing,bue ſtill hold on their courſe, 
remembumg that God hath appornted a 
day of rudgement,vpon the which they 
muſt Nay and depend , and vnto the 
whichthey mult referre all matters, and 
then ſhall all their cauſcs be heard, and 
a]l their grictcs caſed. 

Notorious ſinnes,procure notorious 
puniſhments in this world: but efpeci- 
ally at the iudgem:nt day, ſhall the tull 
meaſure of all plagu:s and puniſhments 
be fulfilled. And ſo much the more, be- 
cauſe thatin this world , many rule and 
raigne inthcr wickednelle,and are as it 
were (cottree: and as the Prophet ſaith, 
They come mno mſſortune hke other men, 
neither are they plagued according to their 
deſerts. But the lattcr day , the day of 
doomeand iudzement, is and ſhall bee 
their day of alliſes,and of their perpetu- 
all execution. Where forc let none of vs 
all ſuppreſle and baniſh the inward fee- 


ling and knowledge of this wdgement 


dayſecing that by nature,it isengrafted 


into ou: hearts and ſecret knowledge: 
bur rather !er it hauc that effeR in vs, 
that of ris ht it ought to haue, We lee 
it erue in worldly matters , and I would 

co 
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to God,it were as true in heauenly mat- 
ters. For quell1onleſle, the forethought 
of the aſlites,and of the execution,doth 
feare many from their wicked purpoſes, 
and makes them take an other courle. 
And ſo no doubt , would the remem- 
brance of the 1ud2ement day preuaile 
with vs, but that wee are carcleſly per- 
fivaded , that it is farre hence, and that 
we ſha]! neucr (ce itznay more then that, 
many thinke it {hall never be, Well, 
how farottthe iudgement day is, God 
kno:ves, and wee may euery day looke 
for : but by the way , take this for thy 
learning,that thy dying day;is and ſhall 
be thy wdgement day : and aſſure chy 
ſelfe, that thou ſhalt ſo find ir, For when 
thy ſou'e is parted from thy body, then 
ſhalt rhou preſently appeare before 
Gods iudgement ſeate , to gine thy ac- 
count , and pray thatit may be to thy 
comfort , and not ro-thy deſtruttion. 
Heb.9.27. 2 

Now for the deſcription and declara- 
tion of this generall udgement,which is 
the ſecondprincipal matter in this text, 
that both they which either mocke or 
doubt of the iudgement ro come , and 
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they alſo which are well neare perſwa- 
ded thercof , might be throughly , per- 
feftly, and certainly enformed : there- 
forethe order and maner of this 1udge- 
mentis ſet downe,in the ſcriptures and 
word of (3od,principally and eſpecial- 
ly in the 2 5. Chap. of ar.ver/.3 1. and 
ſo forth, in theſe words. And when the 
Sonne of man commeth in his glory, andall 
the holy Angels with him , then ſhall hee ſit 
pon the throne of his glory, And before 
him ſhall be gathered all Nations, and hee 
fhall ſeparate them one from an other , as 4 
ſhepheard ſeparateth the ſheepe from the 
Coates, And he ſhall ſet the ſheep on hu right 
hand, andthe goates on the left. Then ſhall 
the King ſay to them on hu right hand; 
Come ye bleſſea of my father , inherite the 
kingdome prepared for you, from the fomn- 
dation of the world. Vnto them on the left 
hand he ſhall ſay : Depart from me ye cur- 
fed, mto exerlaſing fire , which ts prepared 
for the ainel and his Angels, And theſe 
ſhall go into everlaſting paine, and the righ- 
{e015 1910 life eternal. 

Which deſcription and declaration, 
cannot be more plainely, euidently,and 
briefly ſerdownegſetting forth mana 

i 
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Fuſt che comming of the ludge, with 
his company,that 15,al the holy Angels: 
Secondly, the general appearance of all 
the people of the world: Thirdly,the of- 
ficeof « Tudge, in ſeparating the good 
from the bad, And aftly,the pronouns 
cing of iudgemer,by definitive ſentence 
without all reuocatio, Al which matters, 
God willing ſhall be handled, when 
come to entreate of the ludge ; ſo thar I 
necd not to ſtand vpon this point, but to 
referre you thi:her , where 1a a more fix 
place it may be conſidered, 

And as here che order of the iudge- 
ment is expreſlcd, fo inotherplaces of 
ſcripture , other matters are ſpecified, 
whichare very necellary,to giue ys fur- 
ther vnderſtanding herein. As fuſt con- 
cerning the day when this judgement 
ſhall be ; the ſignes that ſhall go before 
this day ; as alſo how ſuddenly ic (hall 
come vpo the world. Cocerning the day 
the Chophety - "9 one" 'S terrible 
is likely.to te. The day of the Lord ſay 
they, isa day of blacknes & darknes;thg mg 
earth (hal cremble before bim; the hea- 
uens ſhall ſhakegthe Sun & the M 
ſhalbedark, and che ſtars ſhal wirhdrayy 
theic ſhining, C 4 Thus

24 ofthe latter day. 
T his day is great and very terrible, and 
who can abideir ? it commeth cruelly 
with wrath and ficrce anger, and hee 
ſhall deſtroy the {1nners our of the earth. 
And becauſe the world ſhould have 
ſome time ro forethink themſclues, our 
Sauiour Chriſt hath giuen ſome war- 
ning , by the f1gnes that ſhall come be- 
fore this mdgement day. As that there 
ſhall be falſe reachers abroad in the 
world, who ſhal deceiuezif it were poſlt- 
blegthe very clc& and choſen children 
of God, Math. 2 4.2 4+ Warres and ſe» 
ditions : Nation ſhall riſe azainſ{t Nati- 
onand Kingdome againſt Kiogdome : 
the father in matters of religion ſhalbe 
2gainſt che ſonne, and the ſonne —_ 
the father : the mother againſt the 
daughter : one friend againlt an other : 
great earthquakes in diuers places: hun- 
ger , peſtilence : bitter perſecution of 
them that ſhall profeſſe Chriſt and his 
Goſpell : Charntie ſhall waxe cold a- 
mong men: men ſhall leade a leaudand 
finfull life , alrogether cateleſſe of the 
Iudgement to come : The Goſpel! 
ſhall be publiſhed,and fewe ſhal regard 
it : it ſhall bee preached through the 
| whole 
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whole world, for a witnefle vnto all Na+ 
tions, to make them « ithour all excuſe, 
and then ſhall the end come. Feareful 
thmes ſhall be ſcene : the ſea and the 
waters ſhall roare,and mens hearts ſhall 
faile them for feare, and for looking af- 
ter thoſe thinzs which ſhal come on the 
world. T he Sunne ſhall be darkened, 
and the Moone {hall nor gwuc her light: 
the Ratres ſhal fall from heauen,and the 

owers of heauen thal be ſhaken, wher. 
by the horrible trembling of rhe world 
js meant , together with the alteration 
and ouerturnmsg nf the whole courſe of 
nature. Andafter all theſe thin7s,then 
ſhall appeare the (12nc of the Sunne of 
man in heaven, 

The confideration of which fignes, What et. 
ſhall worke diverſly both in the godly co 
and in the wicked. For the hearts of che | _—_ _ 
wicked ſhall be hardned & made worle (hal wotke 
by theſe ſignes, a: King Pharaohs hart, in} mindes 
by Gods ſtrange puniſhmers, was more © 22 
and more hardned,vntill the time of his 
deftruQti6,and that he was vtterly oucr- 
thrownein the red ſea. Theſe ſignes,as 
they ſhal mone the godlyminded, partly 
to repentancs.,in conſiderarion of theyr 
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ſinnes,and partly to comfort, in reſpeA 
of ioyes to come : lothe wicked contra- 
riwiſe, ſhall be giuen to diſpaire, and to 
curſe the houre that ever they were 
borne. And this is a ſecret iudgement 
vpon them , that they ſhall be blinded 
even vntill the very houre of their de- 
ftruion,ſo that when they would ſeek 
for remedy,there ſhalbe yone. 

The godly they wiſh for the com- 
ming of the Lord : Come Lord leſs, 
come quickly : for they know that his 
comming ſhall end cheir miſcries , and 
begin their ioyes , as Chriſt himſelfe 
doth comfort them, Luk, 21.28, end 
when theſe things begin to come to paſſez 
then looke vp , and lift wp your beads: for 
Tour redemption (that is the full accom- 
pliſhment of the ſame) drawerth neare, 
For then,as ſaith the Apoltle,1,7 he/.4. 
I7. Shall wee bee caught in the clandes,ta 
meete the Lordin the aire; and/e fhailwe 

be exer with the Lord, | 
 Thelaſt circumſtance of this iydge- 
ment is,that it ſhall come ypon the ſud- 
dcn,and that moſt fearefully to the wic- 
ked.1.The/. 5.3. For when they ſhall ſay 
Prace peace and allm ſafetiethen ſhal comy 
W298 pon 
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wpon ther ſudden defiruftion au the tranel 
wp0n1 4 moman with child:and they ſhall not 
eſcape. Asit fell our tothe rich man in 
the Goſpell.Zzk. 12.20. Soxle ſaith he, 
take thy eaſe, eat and arinke & taks thy pa- 
flime , for thou haſt mach good laid vp for 
wary yeares, But he heard doleful words: 
O focle this night will they fetch away thy 
ſoutle from thee. Or as when Nabuchad- 
meter , vaunted himfelfe of his ſtately 
buildings , a fearefull voyce came ſud- 
denly vnto him: O King Nabuchadne- 
zer,tothee bert ſpoken, thy kingdome i de- 
parted from thee: Or as when his ſonne 
King Belſhaſar , Day, 5.6, feafting and 
banquetting among his Concubines ſudden- 
ly there ey 4 hand writing pon 4 
wal,declaring the end of his Kingdome 
and his death. This ſudden deſtrution 
ſhall worthily fall vpon them, who haue 
wade a mock of this iudgement : who 
then (hall fecle the dint of Gods reuen- 
eing {word : and they that imboldned 
themſelues in all wicked waies, and cull 
naughtie prattiſes,ſhall then know how 
far they wentaſtray. The wicked whom 
no lawe could refraine from their hcen- 
tious life, and who haue died to the 

ſigtr 
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Gehtof menin peace ; aſter they haue 
longenioyed their luſts and dizers plea» 
fures, after much violence and wrong 
which they hauc offered ; after many 
mildeeds which manslawes ſhould haue 
correfted and yet let palle ; although 
they haue eſcaped thc iudgement of 
man , yetthen ſhall they recciue accore 
ding totheirdeedes. Bur to the good 
and well diſpoſed, itis awatch-word, 
when they heare that the [uigement 
day ſhall be ypon a ſudden. [_ct vs there» 
fore with the tive wile virgins, have oyle 
in our Lampes, remewbring Chuſt his 
forewarning, That whith [ ſay vnto you,

briefly for the ſecond partof the diuil1- 

on of this Text,namely of the deſcripti- 

on and declaration of the latter Iudge- 

ment, 


The third ——— matter which I 
propoſed vnto you,was concerning the 
Judge, and who it ſhould be, And as it 
was faid of the Iudgement,thar it ſhould 
be ſudden : ſo alſo ſhall the comming 
of the Iudye be. Her. 24.27, For as 
the lightning conmecth ont of the Eaſt , and 
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Brineth into the Weſt , /o ſhall alſo the 
comming of the ſonne of man be, Hethat 
was <quall with God , and tooke vpon 
him the ſhape of a ſcruant, hee that was 
abaſed, deſpiſed, and perſecut:d of fin- 
full men : hee ſhallcome in power and 
reat glory to iudzethe world, and to 
E reuenged of hisencmies. He whom 
God hath placed ar his right hand;farre 
aboue all principal'itie, power, might, 
domination, and euery name that is na- 
med,not inthis world onely,but alſo in 
that that is rocome : hee it is that 15 or- 
dained of God , a [Judge of quicke and 
dead.

the preſence of the Lordgand from the glory 
of his power, When he ſhall come to be glo- 
rified in his Saints , andto bee made mar- 
wellous 1 all them that beleene.

| Which glorious appearance of our 
Lord and Sauiour Iclus Chriſt , this 
heauenly Iudgec that ſhall come in the 
latter end of the world , ſhall be of the 
more maieſtie , if we ſhall compare it to 
the deliueric of the lawe , which then 
was both fearcfull and terrible; where- 
of wee reade, Exod, 0.16. eAnd the 
third day, when it was morning, there was 
thunders and hybtnings , and 4 thicke 
cloude pon the monut , and the ſounde 
of the trumpet louder and londer, exen ex- 
ceeding londe,ſo that all the people that was 
inthe campe was affraied. Then EAloſes 
brought the people ot of the tents, to meete 
with God,and they ſtood in the nether part 
of the monnt. And mount Sinay was all on 


«ſmoke becauſe the Lord came downe vy- 
on 
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01 in fire, and the ſmoake thereof aſcen- 
ded as the [moake of a furnace , and all 
the mount trembled exceedingly ,  T his 
appearing of the deliuery of the lawe, 
was to denounce a ſharpe puniſhtnent 
and cuiſe for ſinne : bur this ſecond 
appearing at the ende of the world, 
ſhall bee with greater maicſtic and 
more terrible,by reaſon of the ful exec» 
cu'ion of this curſe and puniſhment. 
And as doſes was admitted into Gods 
preſence , but the people trembled 
and would not come neare 2 to ſhall 
this ſecond appearing , bec ioyfull 
to the godly , who ſhall mecte with 
the Lord in the cloudes ; bur as 
for the reſt they ſhall mourne ; and 
as the Prophet ſauh , who/hal be able to 
abide ut? 

T hen was but the mount on fire, bue 
now ſhall the whole world bee on a 
flame : then onely the people of 1/- 
rael were called and aſſemblcd toge- 
ther : now ſhall all people, nations, and 
languages be gathered : then was there 
a curſe onely denounced, if they , and 
wee by them alſo beeing vnderſtood, 
Mould tranſyreſle and breake Gods law 
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and commaundements, but no preſent 
puniſhment followed : nos ſhall there 
teno delay, bur they thall1n the ſame 
moment of time, reccue the ſentence of 
condemnation, and ſhall f;rthwith bee 
throwne mito hell fire, to be roxrmenecd 
tor ever, 1 herefore ſhill this appea- 
ring be of greater glory, of greater mas 
iclty ,and morc terrible. 

T he Sonne of man,as yee have heard;

7 charge 
thee therefore before God and before the 
Lord leſs Chriſt, who ſhall tndge the quick 
and dead at his appearing, preach the word, 
be wſtant in [eaſon and out of ſeaſon , im- 
prone,rebuke ,exhort with all long ſufferin 
and doftrine, Allo the holy ApoſtleS.

And 1 ſawe the dead both great and /matl 
rand before God: and the bookes were ope= 

ned, (that isthcir conſcience ) 41d ano 
ther booke was opened, which 1 the boke 

of ife, Ana the dead were maged of thoſe 

things which were written mn the bookes Ace 

corains to their workes. 

Iris not onely God, that ſhall bring Conſcience 
our ſecret ſinnes to light 3 bur euen our 
owne conſciences ſhall bewray vs,asthe 
laſt place of Scripture alleadzed. Ree. 
20.12. dooth teſtifie , where by the 
bookes that were opened , our owne 
conſciences are vnder{tood,which ſhall 
be moſt ready toreuealeall things. Ac- 
cording to that in the Epiſtle co the Ro- 
maines ,Chap.2. I 5 Wh h ſhew the effett 
of the law written in their hearts,their con<' 

ſcrence 


ſcience allo bearing. witneſſe , and. thyy 
thoxghts accuſing. one" au other, or exgu- 
ſings at that day', when God ſhall mage 
the ſecrets of nien by Teſus Chrift, . Aud 
full rtuly is it ſpoken, thact a mans con= 
ſcience is in'ſteed of-a thouſand wit- 
nefles . For when time ſhall ſerue, 
there ſhall not neede many acculers, 
orſtore of evidences to be giuen vp a- 
eainſt vs , ſecing that our conſcience 
which 15 our. ſecret ſtorehoue , ſhall 
declare all , althouch it bee neuer (o 
much againſt our will; and that with- 
out any co(traint or compariſon. Wher- 
of we haue a ſyfhcient and manifeſt cry- 
alleven in this life. 

For tell me , who 1s it among vs, 
 bue muſt of force confeſle , and doorh 
perceive {o' much in himſcl'e , that 
bee cannot , no nor may not forget 
his {innes and miſdeedes, for our con- 
ſcience will not ſuffer it ; and eſpeci- 
ally the m-re notorious , bad and wic- 
ked , onr deedes haue beene , the 
more freſh and freſh they are , and 
will bee in our remembrance, They 
will come into our mindes , when wee 


litele thinke of any ſuch matter : and 
if 


| 
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if wee would never ſ{ofainc, wee cannot 
put them away from vs, and when they 
come into our mindcs and remem- 
brance , they bring dumps and ſorrow 
inough.. Which isa token and a moſt 
apparant ſigne and proofe,of the iudge- 
ment day , vnto the which rime all our 
finnes are reſerued robee tudged, Be- 
fore we commit any wicked or notori- 
ous deed,our conſcience within vs doth 
rudge againſt it, and would full faine 
bridle and reſtraine vs from ir,it it were 
pollible : burafter wee haue done the 
decd, it isatorment vntovs, and that 
more gricuous inwardly to our mindes, 
then any whip or ſcourge tothe body 
can bee, becauſe the one is but for a 
time , the other laſteth long and ſhall 
endure . By which inward griefe con- 
cciued , and ſorrowe of conſcience, 
many are driuen to diſpaire , and doo 
thinke ſo bad of themſclues , for theyr 
wicxed,vnlawful,S& vngodly deeds, that 
they are defirous to revenge the matter 
vpon themlelues, and to be their owne 
rorimenters , before the judgement day 
come, .Butif there be any thatcan ſay, 
their conſcience is cieare,let thercioyce, 
and 
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and gine Godthe praiſe and thankey 
who hath preuenred them with his 
grace , andprcſerued them from ewill, 
And as a guiltie cotiſcience is his owne 
tormenter , ſo a 200d conſcience 1s 4 
cont:inuall tcaſt, He or ſhee thatiz nor 
charged,or rather ouercharged by ther 
owne conſcience,they haue a continuall 
joy within them : (01t our oxne hearts 
condernne vs, God 15 greater then our 
hearts, and knoweth alithings. And 
what nafcrietrowe we, doothe wicked 
of the world huem? For the Lord hath 
ſaid, There ts no peace wnto the withed ; 
whenin all their hfe,is feare and terror; 
mag, tp oe their breaſts rormer ting fu- 
ries,to hold them day & nighe,, in feare 
of endlefſe deftruQtion » And what 
ſhould thoſe heauy dumps anc inward 
feares f12mihe, but that there is aiudges 
mentzand that theres a hell,as well as a 
heaven, T heir hearts doo droope,and 
their conſciences are affiighted , and 
God by his ſecret power dooth worke 
this feare: and nodoubt they feele that 
there 1s giucn to them a (ſpirit of bon- 
dave and feate , through which they 
erewb!e ar their owne cltates They are 
nn 
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in mount Sine : where is the burnin 
fire,blackneſle, darkneſſe, tempeſt, an 
the ſound ofa Trumper, in conſiderati- 
on whereof , they tremble and arc in- 
wardly tormented. 

But thou wilt ſay, the wicked proſper, 
and reioz ce in their dayes , they are 
bound in no ſuch bondage,nor feare no 
ſuch feare. Thou canſt nor tell,neither 
doeſt thou know, the heart of wicked 
man , howſocuecr hee boaſt in his ſub- 
ſtance and outward proſperitic,and (ce- 
methro haue peace, peraduenture thete 
15a bitter remembrance withio him , of 
the iudgernent to come. He may delight 
and ſport himſe|fe,bur in that laughing 


thehcartis ſurrowfull , and that myrth 


doth end in heauineſle, And albeit they 
ſtrive marucllouſly , to caſt out this 
feare, yer if they could caſt it out from 
them , as out of a cannon and ficld- 
peece, yet would it cucrmore returne 
vnto them againe,and vexc their heart, 
that ſo flyeth from it. If chey would full 
faine ſcare vp their conſciences, as with 
a hot and glowing lron,yet ſomecimeit 
will awake them, as out of a ſleepe, ſo 
taht ypon a ſudden, they ſhall ſee a fear- 

k tull 
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fullſightofdeath and iudgement. And 
as weread, Rom 8.1 9. That the ferent 
deſire of the creature wayteth , when the 
ſonnes of God /hall be renealed :(oalſo we 
way well ſay, that the conſciences of 
men , dogroanea+it were, vnderthe 
burthen of ſinne,and earneſtly deſirero 
be di-burthen-0,and yet they ſhall not. 
For at the iudgement day, when all the 
creatures of the earth (hall haue their 
defire,then ſhall the conſciences of the 
wicked torment them a freſh, and thar 
more hercely then cuer they did before. 
For theu (hall the time begthat we ſhall 
giuc account , and God (hall bring all 
our ſecret ſinnes ro hight our conſacn- 
ces bearing witneſle agaipſt ve, 
The dine — And yet there remaineth an other 


ſhall accuſe accuſer, beſide God and our owne cone» | 


ſcience, and that is the divell , who al- [ 


wayes ſought our deſtruftion , and 
brought vs vntoit, by divers temptati- 


ons ana iugered bayres, T he dive] ſhal- | 
beat hand to accuſe vs,tocall for iudge- 


meat againſt vs, who after our 1wdge- 
ment is given , and the ſentence paſt, 
ſhalbe ready moſt terribly to torment 
vs, world without ead: * Andto bring

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this to paſle,chen ſhall he lay deeply to 
our charge , and call for udgement a+ 
eainſt vs,rcioycing and triamphing thar 
he hath ſo good a cauſe before ſo righ- 
tecus a Iudge,carneltly crauing thar hee 
will iudge vprightly, becauſe wſtice and 
wdgement 15 the pteparation of his ſeat, 
and his throne is eſtabliſhed by it. I pray 
thee therefore, will this accuſer ſay £0 
ſentence with mc, and iudge him to bee 
mine , which while hee lived would be 
none of thine : mine he or the whoſoe: 
uer is by rizht,and _—_— dcſcierued 
co ſuffer torments with me : and ſeeing 
they hauc followed my wayes in theyr 
lives, now let them be partakers of my 
puniſhments. And ſhallnor the Iudge 
of the world. doo right faith Abraham, 
arid miniſter righteous iudgetnent ? yea 
doubrleſle, as the Apoſtle S. Iude wer, 
I 4. hath fcc it downe. Behold the Lord 
commeth with thouſands of Saints , to gine 
wdgement againſt all men,and to rebuke all 
the vngoaly among them, of all th*ir wicked 
deeds which they hane wngodty communted, 
and of all cheir cruell [peabynegs, which wic- 
ked inert hae ſpoken a gainft him. 

When all matcers are thus made ma- 
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nifeſt, all ſhall be iudged, partly arcors« 
ding to the confellion of their owne 
euiltic conſcience , and partly by the 
word of God, which they haue hard,and 
which they haue either negleRed or de- 
ſriſed : even by the ſelfeſame word ſhal 
they be 1udged. For by that ſhall chey 
be made without excule , and the more 
culpable before Gods iudgement ſeate, 
As we may reade in the Goſpell of S. 
Tohn, Chap. 12.4.8. He that refuſeth me, 
and recereth net my words, hath one that 
tndgeth him : the word that I kane ſpoken, 
it ſhall udge his in the laſt day, Where by 
the way we are taught, ro haue the more 
regard of the word of God,and withre- 
verence to heare it, with rernembrance 
to keepe it inour hearts , and with care 
to expreſlc it in our lives and conucrſa- 
tion,thatit may be aheJpe to our ſalua- 
tion, whereas otherwiſe it is like to bee 
our Judgetoour condemnation, Which 
1s further declared by that which is ſet 
downe; Atl; 13.40.41, Beware there- 


fore leaſt that come pon you , which u [po | 


hon of inthe Prophets: Behold the deſpi- 
ſers and wonder , ana vaniſh away : For 7 
worke a worke intheir daye1,a work which 


ye | 
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yee ſhall not beleene of a man wouldaeclare 
& vnto you, Which worke by the inter- 
pretation of the learned,is the vnlpeak- 
able yengeance of God,ypon thole that 
contemne his word. 

T hus then becing in his preſence, 
and after the generall trial of cur caule, 
and after we have giuen our account, 
ſhall leſus Chriſt , whois appointed ta 
be the Iudge of quick and dead,procced 
to Iudgement ; in ſeperaring the jult 
from the vniuſt,the good from the bad, 
the wheat from the chafte , the ſheepe 
from the goates, For in this world they 
are mingled together , the good with 
bad, and God (uffereth his raine to fall, 
as well ypon the yniuſt as the 1uſt; nei» 
theris he haſty to ſeparatthem,the one 
fiom the other in this life : To the end 
that he may ſhewe his patience toward 
the wicked , in giuing them time and 
ſpaceto repent; as alſo by their mcanes, 
ke exercifeth his Church and people,to 
teach them patience,and totry whether 
they will ſtand ſtedfaſt vnro him, or fa'l 
away from him , with the relt of the 
world. And as he rebuked his Diſciples, 
beeaule they deſired that fire ſhould 


F come 
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come downe from heauen ro conſume 
the Samaritanes;(o alſo he findeth fault 
with them,thar would hauca ſcperation 
before the iuſt time come. According 
as wereadin the Epiſtle to the Romans, 
Chap.1 2,19, Vengeance 11 maine, 1 will re 
py it ach the Lord. God knoweth his 
wſt time : and his appointed time\is the 
end ofthe world. Whuch matter 1s very 
efteually ſer downe in a Parable, at. 
13.12. For aftcr the good ſeede was 
ſowne , and the blade (proong vp and 
brought forth fruite,then appeared alſo 
tares.7Then came the (ernants of the houſ< 
holder,and ſaid unto the maifler : Maſter, 
ſewedft not thou good ſeed in thy fiela?from 
whence then hath « tares ? And hee ſaidto 
themythe ennious man hath done this.T ven 
the ſeruants ſaid'ynto him; Wil thouthen, 
that we goe and gather them wp ? But hee 


ſaid nay ; leaſt while ye go about to gathey 


the tares, yee pluck vp allo with them the | 
wheat, Let both grow together, untill the | 


barueſt, andin time of harueſt, I will 'ſay to

ſed. Againetheſecd ſovne,is the word 

of God preached : The fie/d wherein ut is 
ſowne , us the world; the 500d ſcedare they 
which with an honeſt heart heare the word 
and heep it,and brmn7 forth fraxte, and theſe 
be the children of the Kinodome : and rhe 
tares are the children of the wicked, and the 
enemie that ſoweth them, ts the auwell: and 
the harueſt is the end of the world, aud the 
reapers be the Angels, As then the taves 
are gathered and brent mn the fire, ſo ſhaltut 
be inthe end of the world. The ſonne of man 
ſhall ſend forth his Anzvels,and they fhal gu- 
ther,and they ſhall ſeperate, Math, 3-29 
When the regions and parts efthe earth 
are white,then is the time of harueft,As 
we rcad in the Rue.

reapefor the time ts come to reape, for the 
harucſt of the earth s ripe. As though he 
ſaw the time when the number of Gods 
ele and choſen children, ſhould bee 
fulfilled, and the ſinnes of the vngodly 
and wicked,come to a full meaſure. Ad 
the Angel thruſt m hu ſharpe ſickle on the 
earth, and cut downe the vines of the vine- 
Jardof the earth , and caft them into the 
great Wine-preſſe of the wrath of God, So 
Hall the bad bee ſeperated from the 
good , as a ſhepheard ſeperatcth the 
ſheepe fromthe goates: and the Tudge, 
whois meant by the ſhepheard , ſhall 
commaund the ſhcepe to be {cr on his 
right hand, and the goates on theleft, 
the good and the bad. And then will hee 
addreſle himſelfe to give lententence,

And who ſhall ſtay or hinder this 
wdgement ? or who ſhall auoyd the 
fherceneſle & furiouſneſle of his wrath ? 
Shall the king be delivered by the mul- 
titude of an hoſt ? No, he ſhalbe bur as 
one man,naked and vnarmed,and with- 

out 
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out helpe ; and hee that ſhall come to 
judge him,commeth with infinite thou- 
ſand: of Angels. The ftrength of the 
ſtrong man ſhall then ſtand kim in no 
ſtead, butinftead of ſtrength, he ſhall 
bee relolued into feare and weaknelle. 
The wealth of the rich man ſhall not 
ranſome him : for riches ſhall not pre- 
uaile in the day of wrath. Before ſo wiſe, 
ſo vpright;ſuch a Iudge, of that courage 
thou ſhalt ſtand , whom neither fcare 
ſhall daunt, nor fauour ſhall moue , nor 
gold ſhal bribe and corrupt him,neuther 
any cntreaty or prayer,then at that time 
ſhall perſwade him. There ſhalbe no re- 
ſpe of perſons , no fallifying of the 
cauſe , nocolours nor excuſe to blinde 
him; no learning , no men of lawe ſhall 
defend thee : no wit nor pollicie ſhall 
20 beyond this Judge : no ſpeech nor 
flattcry ſhall prevaile with him : ina 
word , what ſhall worldly helpcs doog 
when he world it ſelf ſhal vaniſh awayt 
Nothing that ſhall be deuiſed ſhall curn 
his mind, nothing ſhall alter or reucrſc 
his udgement,it ſhall paſle withour dc- 
niall, and withourall revocation, For 
then ſhall hee cometo iudge the world 

E 5 rightes 
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righteouſly, and to miniſter truce 1ndoe« 
ment vnto the people, 

And thus after that the ſheepe be ſe- 
perated from the goates , ſhall iudge- 
ment be executcd,and ſentence ſhall be 
given,in ſuch ſort and order, as weread 
it ſct down, /Ma7.25.14.Thenſtal the king, 
that ts the Inage.ſay to the on hu right had; 
Come ye bleſſed of my father inheri yee the 
kingdome prepared for you fro the fondatios 
the world But to rhe on hus left hand, he 
ſhal ſay;Deparr fro me ye curſed mto ener- 
lasting fore, which u prepared for the aimell 
and his angels. And theſe ſhall go into ener 
lafling pam,and the righteo us into life eter- 
»all, By reaſon of which fearefull ſen- 
rence, the wicked ſhall haue good cauſe 
ro ſay to the mountaines , and to the 
Rocks,Rewe.6.1 5. Fall on vi,and hide vs 
from the preſence of him that ſitteth on the 
throne, and from the wrath of the lambe« 
For the great day of his wrath is come, and 
who can ſlayd? They ſhall deſire to hide 
theſclues in dens,& amog the Rocks and 
moittains,but yet ſhal they nor auoid his 
preſence: they ſhal deſire death,& ſhall 
not find it;& ſeeke after it,and yet ſhall 
death fly frochem. And as the divels (as 

we 
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weread inthe Goſpe']) b:ſoughr Chriſt 
that he would not rorment them before 
their time,ſo now ſha] the time of 3 terrt» 
ble wrath of God be,whe ris duels, to- 
gether with all the peoplezy haycenther 
forgotten, or not regarded,and highly 
diſplcaſed Godt) viterhazard of their 
ſoules, ſhalbe calt into hell, and throwre 
into endlelle torments, And cherefore 
ſhall his comming bein flaming tire, to 
render vengeance © azainlt che ſinnersof 
the earth: who not onely ſhall bedepri- 
ucd from the preſence of God,and from 
the glory of is power,and fro the come 
pany of the biclted Angels, and redee= 
med foules; but that which is far worſe, 
and more giicuousand lamentable,they 
(hall be puniſhed with cuerlaſting per= 
dition and deſtrution. And the Ange's 
that ſeperat the good from the bad,ſhal 
then gather our of has kipgdom: ail 
things that offend, and them which da 
iniquiie , and ſhall caſt theminroa fur- 
nace of fire , there ſha!l be wailing and 
enaſhing of teeth, When the init and 
goaly ſhall ſhine a4 the Stunne in the King- 
dome of theiy father : and when the ac- 
curſed fort ſhall 2a downe by a by way 

a backs 
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a backe way anda blacke , with. many a 
ſigh and fob from God , fromthe An- 
gel,fromthe Saints, from joy, from glo- 
ry,frombliſſe : with the fiends of Hell, 
ro ſuppe inthe pallace of darkneſle with 
the princesof horror,at thetable of ven- 
eeance, inthe chaire of calamitic, with 
the crowne of death vpon their head, 
hauing nothing before their eyes , bur 
infinite corwents prepared forthem.

Bah By the ſentence pronounced and laft 
5ude _ mdgement giuecn, an entrance is laid 0= 
perraineth Pen vnto me, todeclare vnto you, how 
tothe god- this iudgementpertaineth to the wicked 
by andro and vnto the godly , which was the laſt 
_—_—_—_—_ thing, in this treatiſc of thelatter iudge- 
ment , that I purpoſcd to ſpeake vnto 
youof. Vnro the which, I haue thonghe 
good to adde an exhortation , that wee 
may be prepared againſt the time , ha« 
uing oyle in our lampes, with the fue 
wile virgines, that waited forthe come 
wing of the bridegrome. 

It isanarricle of our beliefe, and ſure- 
ly not without ſingular comfort and 
commoditie, that he that vouchſafed eo 
rake our nature ypon him , and to bee 

| | cloathcd 
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dloarhed with our fleſh; that ſuffcred 
and endured the ſpitefull dealing of the 
wicked, and an accurſed death forour 
ſakes : that he that roſe from death ro 


- bring vsto life ; that he that aſcended 


into heauen to procure vs an entrance 
into his fathers Kinzdome,and to make 
vsfellow hcires with himaſelfe : chat he 
Ifay, would not forſake vs, cueninthe 
molſtdreadfullrime and greateſt neceſ- 
fitie, when we had deſerued the heauy 
ſentence of iudgement,and wofull con- 
demnation. T hat hee would ſet vs free 
from all feare, and to haue that comfor- 
table and moſt gracious regard of vs, as 
though we had never offended him,and 
to vic this chearefull and ioyfull ſpeech 
vnto vs, (ome ye bleſſed, 1 fay this ar- 
ticle is not without ſingular comforr, 
From thence ſhall be come to indge both the 
quicke and the dead, Whichis not ſpoken 
tothe wicked,to whom nothing is come 
fortable,but onely the vanitics and plea- 
ſurcs of this tranſitoric life, which ſhall 
haue an end, and a ſudden cnd, and a fi- 
nall and heauy recompence: but to the 
comfort of the godly, and to encourage 


them , which haue fighed ang groancd 
ynder 
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vnder the burthen of their finnes; and 
w\ ho have fledde vnto the throne of the 
grace of God,and holding our a godly 
courſ:,haue through hope and patience, 
locked for this delmerance, which ſhall 
be :tthe « a; of doome and iudgement. 
\Which comming of Chriſt vato 1udge- 
ment, ſhalbe vntothem,as theappeating 
of the Angel was, aiter Chriſt his reſur- 
reQio viitothe women, that 15 milde and 
gcntie,Be not yea; frad,let not your hearts 
bc treubled, But vnto thereſt , his coun- 
t-nance ſhall be like lehrning , and hee 
ſal come m flaming fire, rear 11g Vengeance, 
So that they ſhall not be onely aſtonied, 
and become 2s dead men, as were the 
{ouldiers,that were ſet to keepe our Sa» 
viour Chriſt inthe grave : but further- 
more, they ſhall bein horrible feare and 
tremb'1nz. And happy werethey,if they 
mighr be partakers of their deſire ſo far, 
as not to be, & ro becowe as thoghthey 
had never bene borne. But as the godly 
do palle to ioycs, forthe other of force 
mult live in etei nail rorments, In confi- 
deration of which nud2ement , and tor- 
nients tocome, they ieade a lite conti= 
nually in tcarc,and ticLle at the remem- 
brance

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branceof their wofuleſtate, which heres 
afrer ſhalbe. 

The godly alſo haue good cauſe to 
feare the ſelfelame feare of the laſt 


.| .-Judgement anderernall torments, in rc= 


(pe of their manifold ſinnes and of- 
fences , whereby they haue prouoked 
the heauy wrath of God againlt them. 
Bur that they might be raiſed vp againe 
and comforted , it pleaſed our Sauiour 
Chriſt to receiue the ſentence of con- 
demnation himſelfe z and againſt his 
owne perſon ( hee beeing altogether 
innocent and guilleſle ) in the pre- 
ſence , and from the mouth of an carth- 
ly Tudge , Pontina Pilat by name; 
that wee might bee acquitted and ſer 
free , at the terrible and fearefull day 
of wdgement , which in the ende of 
the world ſhall come vpon a!l fl:(h; 
that wee I ſay , might bre acquitred 
which are altogether fu'lof ſinnes, and 
alcogether guiltice. According to thar 
weread.Ro.$.1. Now then there t no code 


| |  natiotothemthat are im Chriſt Ieſus. And 


what ſhall we then ſay 2? /f God be on our 
fide,who ea be agaiaſt v2: who ſpared not his 
own ſon,but gauc him for vi al to death:how 

: fall 
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fall he net with him gine 11 all things al(o) 
who ſhall lay any thing to the charge of Gods 
choſen? It uu God that inflifieth , whoſhall 
condlemme? It i Chriſt which u dead, yea 
or rather which i riſen againe , who ts al/e 
at the right hand of God, maketh requeſt 
al/o for vs. Sothat I may boldly ſay to 
them, who feele the inward comfort of 
Gods ſpirit within their hearts, by the 
forgiveneiſe of their ſinnes through 
Chriſt his death : Feare nor this feare, 
nor tremble as the wicked doo at this 
judscment. For ſeeing ye are led by the 
pood ſpirit of God,itisatoken thar yee 
arc the children of God , and that yee 
have not receiucd the ſpirit of bondage 
to fare againe; but ye haue received the 
ſpirit of adoption, whereby we cry Ab- 
a,which is as much as toſay father,cuen 
our father which art in hcaucn, And the 
ſame ſpirit of God bearcth witneſle 
with our ſpirit,that wee arc the children 
of God: andif we be children , wee are 
alſo heires , cucn the heires of God, and 
fellowe heires with Chriſt our elder 
brother. Wherefore there is no cauſe 
why the godly ſhould feare this udge- 
mentzas the wicked feareit. For asthe 


one 
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- one fort ſhall at that day receiue the 
iudgement of condemnation , whereof 


they haue an inward fecling in this life, 
which makes them feare ; fo the other 


. ſhall receiuc the ſentence of abſolution, 


aid ſhall bee quit as it were by procla- 
mation, when Chriſt ſhall ſay , Come yee 
bleſſed. Which is the cauſe that moueth 
the holy Apoſtle S, /ohy, 1, Ep. 4. 17. 
to breake forth into theſe words : Heres 
& the lone of God perfett toward vs that we 
ſhould haxe bolaneſſe at the day of wage. 
ment, T heiefore the godly make their 
prayers , and wiſh that this day mighe 
come ſhortly, Rewe,22. Come Lord leſies 
come quickly. The wicked would not 
haue it come as yet: nay,if it were polli- 
ble, they could wiſhit ſhould never be, 
and that it would neuer come to paſle, 
Tormentvs not,ſay the divelsto Chriſt, 
before our time : Oh (ay the wicked, 
that ehis tune might neuer be,or thar af- 
terdeath , wee might vanith away and 
come tonothing. How grcatly auaile- 
able ſhall it be to the godly , when hee 
that is their Sautour, and bath (head his 
moſt precious bloud for their redempri- 
on ; hee that is their elder brother , and 
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hath purchaſed voto them this hiberrie, 
as to b: called rhe fonnes of God;when 
he that is their head, and hath made the 
his members,ſhal..e their ludge to wfti-- 
fierhemand to declare them righteous; . 
and wh.n at that day hee ſhall dehuer 
them from all l1nne , feare of death, the 
diveli,heli,and all othcrmiſenies, where= 
wich other ſha!l not one ly be onertaken 
but oucrwhelmed. For who ſhall lay 
any thing to the charge of Gods chil- 
dren 2 and who ſha! | procure their de- 
ſtrution , whoſe ſaluation God hath 
wrought 2? But to the great terrourof 
the vod| elle and wicked, who feare not 
God, nor loueecither C hriſt or his Goſ- 
pell, hee ſhall be their Judge , ro their 
fearefull and that moſt 1ſt deſtructi- 
on. 

This alſo ſhal not onely be an inward 
rcfreſhing,amog vreat miſeries, wrongs, 
and per lecutions, while wee liuc heere 
on the earth,bur alſo a great ioy in time 
to come;that al vnrightcous mdgement 
ſhall be cailed to account,and thac there 
ſhalbe a generall and mes abſolute re- 
formation, Forcnearth , forthe moſt 
part , there 15 no truce iudgoment , as 

chough 
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all appeare vpon the ſeate of indgement ; 
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zhoth the iudgement ſeare wete ap- 
pointed for the defence an:! mainte- 
nance ofthem, not thatare oppreſled, 
but that do oppre(le : not for the reliefs 
and ſuccour of them that are wronged, 
but to countenance and bolſter them 
out, who as the Propher faith, Ceuiſe 
milchiefe vpon their beds, and practiſe 
it when they come abroad, Therefore 
Salomon, Eccle. 5,7. weil inftrution 
to the godly,that they be not mooued, 
and that they m:y be con!:rmed in pa- 
tience, looking tor 2day of heating; {f ws 
a countrey (uich he thou ſeeſt the oppreſſion 
of the poore,C+ the defrauding of ruagement 
and inftice , bee not aftomed oat the matter, 
and marnuell not ; for hee that is higher 
then the higheſt regardeth , and there bee 
bigher then they. Whereby they are put 
in mad , both of a more vp:17chr ludge, 
thenison earth to be ſecne ; and of a 
more righteous mdgement, by the ver- 
tue and force whereof,thcy ſhalbe both 
righted and relieued. Concerning which 
matrer, E/aras hath ſpoken very well, 
2.E/d, 7. 32. The earth ſhall reſtore thoſe 
that haze ſlept in her , and the mot high 


and 
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end miſeries ſhall vaniſh away , ard toug 
ſuffering ſhall haue an end:iuitie onely ſhal 
catinue ;the truth ſrall remain, and vnrighe 
teonſneſſe ſpall beare no mare rule. For the 
wicked thinketh not on the iudgemente 
to come;nay they are inwardly blinded, 
and that by Gods ſecret appointment, 
being ſo farre given vp to their owne 
luſts, that they care not whar villanie or 
violence they put in praftice . But the 
odly are willed to haue regard to this 
rightfull day,when true iudgement ſhal 
onely haue the vpper hand: againe they 
muſt take heed , that when they ſuffer, 
they ſuffer not as evill doers and male- 
fafors; for then they cannot looke for 
redreſle an other day , and then this 
earthly iudgement dooth lawfully rake 
place againſt chem. But in all well doo- 
1nglet cucry one commend his ſoule to 
God, and commit his cauſe to that righ- 
teous Iudge. This laſt iudgement there- 
force is for the benefite of the godly, 
that it may zo well with them , whoſe

cauſe in this life could not be heard,nor 


any iuſtice done them. Againe, that 


not onely they may be rightedin their 
cauſc,but alſo that they may bee _ 
re 


| 
| 
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red fromthat infamy , and fromthoſe 
ſpitcfull and approbrious ſpeeches, 
which the world hath giucn out againſt 
them : dooing them morc hurt and 
wrong,and inward griefc thereby, then 
by falſe iudgement which hath paſled 
againſt them , and whereby they haue 
had their willes of them, and haue pre- 
uailed, And as the reſtoring of theyr 
righteous cauſe, andof their credit and 

ood name , which the world hath la- 
ured todepriue them of , ſhall be an 
occaſion of Chriſt his coming ro iwdge- 
ment, ſo alſo is the condemnatio of the 
wicked. For in this hfe their cod:mnati» 
on is begun, their conſcience witneſſing 
againſt them , which then, and ar the 
iudgement day,ſhall fully and perfe&ly 
be declarcd; which is not ſpoken, that 
the godly arc cleare from iudge- 
ment by their deſert : for they arclin- 
ners and offenders, as others, though 
not perhaps inthe ſame degree, Who 
through repentance and a liuely faith, 
taking hold of the mercies of God,haue 
noneed to feare this iudgement, becauſe 
God doth not imputc their ſinnes vnto 
them ; andalſo their conſciences doin

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chis ſort declare them free: alrchough in | 
reſpeFtof themſelues , they are greatly | ; 
eni'ty.So that Chriſt ſhal ſtand on their | 
{ide,and their conſcience ſhall witneſle_. 
yntothem, the exceeding loue of God [ 
and his gracious; mcercies, which ſhalbe 
the breath of life vnto the, & an aſlurice 
of heautly ioyer.But the wicked becauſe 
they hauc their co{ciences accuſrng and 
condening the;the fierce colitenance of 
the Iudge to dauntthem , and fearful- 
ly ro difmay them;the diue! pleading a- 
eainſt them,and calling for wdgement 
to be done vpon the : therefore arethey 
to Jook for nothing elſe, but even the le- 
uerity of 14 1gemer, & the fearfu! ſentice 
of colemnation: which ſhal make ther 
as it were to fall in peeces, through qua- 
King & trermbling,and to bereſolued to 
nothin ::bur that by Gods appointment 
they pre reſerued to everlaſting puniſh- 
ment, together with the diu-11 &c his an- 
gels. Who alſo I mean the diuell and his 
angels ſhalbe c6d. mined by the ſentence 
of Gods (euere iudgement,not only be- | 
cauſe they haue highly ofteded god, but | 
alſo becauſe they haue bene the authors 
of the ruine & downfall of all mankind, 


in | 
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in provoking and tempring themro all 
diſobedience,{in & miſchief, When as 
the righteous ſhall hue for cuer,& ſhall 


recejue a 2lorious kingdome,& a bewti- 


* full crowne at the Lords hand. Ch: ft 


ſhall come again the ſccon1 time, ax it is 
Tohn, 1 443 and ſhal rc ceruc vs veto hium- 
ſelf,that where he 1s,there may we be al- 
ſo. And as its (aid of our Sautour Chrilt, 
ro the manifeſtation of his great glory, 
that they hall then ſee him,whom they 
haue pierced through : whole preſence, 
ſhall be tothe greater confuſion of the 
wicked & his enemies,wha ſhalbe con- 
{traincd tro b*ho!d himto be their wdge, 
and to abide his 1u{gement, whom they 
hauc in this life ſo greatly deſpiſed, & ſo 
cruelly handled:ſoalſo ſhal Chriſt make 
his mcbers thegod!y,repentanr,& faith- 
tull partakers of this his glory,as he him- 
ſelf hath promiſed. //ar. 1. 28. That they 
ſal ſu upon twelue thrones , and indge the 
twelue Tribes of Tirael:not that they ſhake 
be Iudges,but that they (hal approue his 
wdgement, A ſhadow wherof, we haue 
in theſe our carthly iudgments, whereas 
you ſee the 1uſtices & m:nofaccountylit 
with the Iudge, not that they hauc todo 
with pronouncing ſentence , or with 
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the iudgement , but that amongſt the 
reſt, it isaroken vnto them, of honour 
and dignitic , inthe ſight of the people. 
According to the which meaning, wee 


read, Luk.13.2S. That there ſhalbe wee- 


ping and gnaſhing of teth,when the wngod- 
h ſhall ſee Abraham, aac, and Jacob: 
_— thereby the godly and faith- 


ull) and atthe prophets m the kingdome of 


God, and themſelues thruſt out at doores, 
and heauen gates ſhut againſt them: be- 
Ing in that taking as the rich man was, 
ſpoken of in the Goſpell, who being in 
hell, beheld Lazarw in rk 

ſome , himlelfe crying out bur for one 
drop of cold water , to allay that bur- 
ning and vnquenchable heate,which he 
found himſeltcro bein, andcould not 
haucit, Then ſhall they begin to ſay 
with themſclues, when they ſhall ſee the 
righteous ſtand in great boldneſlc , fo 
that they ſhall be vexed with hortible 
feare, and wonderfully amazed, then 
ſhall they chaunge their mindes , and 
figh with inward greefe, and ſay within 
themſclues; Fi/d.5. Theſe are they whom 
ſometime we hadin deriſion , ( asindecde 
who arc more derided and contemned 
in 
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jn the world, then they that be well diſ- 
ſed, andto their power live after the 
fearcof God) Theſe are they , whons wee 
had in deriſion, in aparable of reproach. 
We fooles thought their hues madneſſe, and 
their end without hoxor, But now bor 1: it, 
that they are counted among the children of 
Ged, and that their prouion is among the 
the Saints : and that they are ſo highly in 
Gods fauour? Therefore we have erred 
from the way of truth,and the byht of righ- 
reomſneſſe hath not ſhined vmto vs : andthe 
Swunne of vnderſianding roſe not ypon vs. 
We haxe wearied our ſelues inthe way of 
wickedneſſe and deſiruttion , and we hane 
gone through daungerous wayer , but wee 
hane not knowne the way of the Lord , nor 
liuedin his feare. 

And now hauing heard the chiefeſt 
matters concerning the day of doome, 
and rhe generall and laſt day of iudge- 
ment ; that wee may the better bee 
prepared vnto it, let vs heare what coun- 
ſell is given vs, in holy ſcriptures, And 
firſt, char of the Apoſtle S. Paw/, may 
take place,and ſecmerh greatly to tend 
to this purpole, Which counſell wee 
read, 1.Cor,11.13.inthis forr, If wee 
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would iudge our ſclues, we ſhou!d not 
beiudged : and this profit wee ſhould 
reape thereby,thac in time ro come, we 
ſhould notbe condenes with the world, 
But as a matter full of cerror and pen- 
flueneſle, wee will not enter into fo 
deepe a conlideration , nor trouble 
our conſciences fo farre ; as to wdge 
our ſ{elues , or to fall into examinar- 
on of our owne wayes., Whereas 
no doubt if wee ſhnuld fo doo , it 
wouid fall our moſt happily on our 
ſide. Forit vpon duetryalland exa- 
wination , without all partiallitie and 
affetion , wee ſhould pronounce ſen- 
rence of 1udzcment againſt our ſelues, 
according toour deſerts , it wou'd bee 
no otherwiſe , norno better then con- 
demnation » And yet not that con- 
demnation which woorketh diſpaire, 
but ſuch a condemnation whereby wee 
might bee acquitted fron eucrlaſting 
condemnation. As the ſame Apoſtle 
writing to the Corinthians, 2, Cor,7,9. 
1 now rewyce ſaith he , not that yee were 
ſory , but that yee ſorrowed to repen- 
tance , For yee ſorrowed godly , fo 
thet im nothing ye were hurt by us. For 


godly 
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goaly ſorrowe can/erh repentance vnte 
ſaluation , not to bee repented of ; but 
the worlaly ſorrowe , cau/eth death, So 
venly , if wee would enter intowdge- 
ment with our (eyes , it wou'd pra- 
cureagriefe ard forrowe ; but ſuch a 
ſorrowe ( eſpecially if it came from a 
well meaning minde)that ſhould not be 
vnto death, For by iudging of our 
ſclues, we ſhould rake a viewe of that 
death,and of rhoſe t»rment:, which by 
realcn of our {innes we deſerue. And by 
this meane, we ſhould be driuen to re- 
pentance,and to ſceke after God; to bee 
reconciled vnto God, & roreturne into 
his fauoar : thatour conſciencesmizhe 
be disburthened of ſo great feare,which 
the ſeucrity ofthe laſt mdgemet of god, 
might work within vs,& that we mighe 
haue boldnefle and comfort in thatday, 
But if we walke on ſecurely & carcleſly, 
and wil not once vouchſafe toenterinto 
mdgement with our ſelucs,then may we 
a while be merry in this world , but our 
mirthſhal hereafterbe turned intomour- 
ning, As the wiſe mi dothput ſuch care- 
Iſle perſons in remembrance, that in 
their1ollitic, they might nor too much 
tproer themſclues, Reioyce 
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Royce ſaith hegif ſo beg it ſceme good 
in thine eyes, but remember therewith 
all, that thou ſhalt be called eo account 
and toiudgement. Eccle.I 1.9. and 12, 
14. And therefore he giveth this coun» 
ſell, Chap. 7.14. cs better to go tothe 
howſe of mourrning,then to the houſe of fea. 
fling, Anger 11 better then laughter; for by 
8 /ad looke the heart # made the better. 
Better it is robe inthe houſe of mour- 
ning,and to weepe for our ſinnes,wher- 
by we arc in daunger of Gods iudges- 
ment,then to be in the houſe of feaſting 
and forgetfulncſle, to enioy ſore plea- 
{ure with the world for a (mall time,ſce- 
ng our lifc is but as a ſpan long , & that 
here onely,and in this life, is the rime of 
forgiucneſle,that we may be pardoned. 
Berterit is ro be ansry with our ſelucs, 
then ro pleaſc our (clues in ſuch ſort:and 
a ſadminde is a meane anda great help 
to further our repentance. And how 
{hall we obtaine fo godly a purpoſe as ro 
bee ſer free from Gods heauy anger, 
which we hauc moſt mſtly deſerued , if 
we doo not vie the meanes which tend 
therevnto 2 Commonly where iudge- 
ment i5,there tolloweth copdemnati _: 
ut 
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but heare how ſweete and comfortable 
its , that in iudging of our (clues after 
this order, which I haue ſct downe vnte 
you, we ſhall find a way tobe quit from 
everlaſting condemnation. Which we 
can no way eſcape,if in this life wee doo 
not iudoe our ſelues and condemne our 
{clues, by truc repentance ; calling for 
mercieand forgiucneſſe, that wee may 
bereceicd into Gods fauour, and nor 
in time tocome;, to be condemned with 
the world. For in fo iudging of our 
ſclaes, it is not a meanes to caule vs to 
diſpaire,but to haue a better hope, and 
an enduring, and a al comfort: 
which comfort, ſhall never bee taken 
from vs, if ſtill wee be mindfull to call 
our {clues to judgement , and haue 
ancyc to our wayes,that wee do not of- 
tend God, 

Wherefore let cucry one of vs pray, 
that our hearts may bee ſo prepared a- 
gainſt this iudgement day, that we may 
be moſt willing to call our (clues ro ac- 
count, and to iudgement. So that ha- 
uing thus humbled our (clues , after a 
while all feare ſhall paſlc away from vs, 
and our hearts ſhall be filled with oy 3

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and whereas heretofore we haue wiſhed 


chat this day ſhould not bee, now wee 
ſhall deſire in heart to have it come to 
paſle, And ſo much the more, becauſe 
our conſciences {hall a([ure vs; (our fin; 
being forgiuen) that we ſhall not bee a- 
mong the number of them,that ſhall be 
condemned , but among them to 
whom HK hall be ſaid, { ome zee bleſe 
ſed, inherit the lingdome prepared for you. 
Which comfortable word: Cod graunt 
we may then heare , toour cucrlaſting 
comfort. 

An other rcmedy to auoy'! the ſeue- 
ritie of this pumiſſtimentis , to ſceke to 
pleaſe Godin this world, in an h-neſt 
vocation and trade of hte, For asidle- 
nellers the cauſe of many {tnnes and vi- 
ces, ſo godly painfulneſle ts the mother 
of all vertues: and which doth breedea 
Crcat comtort to our colciences, azainſt 
che time when we ſhall be called to our 
account , how we haue ſpent ourrime, 


and imployed thoſe good gifts, where- 


with God hath inabled vs. 

Therefore inthe Goſpell,before the 
declaration of the latter day of iudge- 
ment, there is mention made of the ta- 

lents 
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lentsthat were beſtowed, & they thar 
recciued them, werecalled tothe recko- 
ning, howthey cmployed them : the 
ſlorhfull bing bound hand and foore, 
and caſt into vtter darkneſle , and the 
painfull hugh'y aduanced. So that there 
15 a way ottered to au-yd iudgement, 
and they that aretherein negligent and 
carcleſle, ſhall be guilty of iudgement: 
and ſhall fall into diuers miſchicftes and 
ſins, which ſhal make them more faulty, 
and worthy of greater condemnation. 
The life of man ſomewhere is compa- 
red ro a warfare , becauſe wee ought 
to fight with it , and to.refiſt aileuill 
tentations. Soalſo is it wel comparcd to 
marchandiſe,becauſe we ought alwaye; 
to be painfull according asGod hath ap- 
pointed, T he marchane increafeth the 
wealth and honor ofthe comon-weale, 
and hath wherwithal he may be liberal 
vnto others,& rich vnto himlclf. In like 
{ort,hath God created vs to his honour, 
and that by that vocation,whervntohe 
hath called vs,we ſhuld (et forth his g1o- 
ry:& as we are borne to the bencfit one 
of another,ſoin our vocation,ouglit we 
todo good to al,as much aslyeth in our 
power. | And 
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And by the performance of our dutie, 
according to Gods commaundement, 
we ſhall be able to aſſure our ſelues of 
Gods fauour and bleſſing towards ys. 
Lee vs redceme the time faith the Apo- 
file, for no dout we haue ſpent much of 
our time euilly. And ſoredecming the 
cime,that is granted vs in honeſt, yerty- 
ous,and godly aftairesand exerciſes, we 
ſhalbe kept from wicked rhovghes,ydle 
words, and ſhamefulldeedes, whereby 
we arc made guiltic of Gods wrath and 
heauy iudgement. 

A wonder it is to (ce, that many to 
whom God hath gjven excellent gifts, 
doleaſt vſe them,cyther to Geds glory, 
or the benefite of their countrey. Y ca ra« 
ther they are given to abuſe cher tur- 
ning them to the diſhonour of God,and 
to the hurt of others, and to the ſhame 
ofthemſelues. And1 would ro God,this 
might come into their mindes, that vn- 
to whom, and vpon whom , God hath 
beſtowed much, wuch alſo of them ſhal 
be required. Many I fay , withdrawe 
themlelues from doing good , and ſup- 
preſſe the good gifts of GOD within 
them, andconſume their yeares in ydle- 
nelley 
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nelſe and vanitie , as though it Could 
neuer be ſaid : Stand foorth, and LIKE Aw 
count of thy Stewardſbip. And as there is 
no kind of life, more commendable in 
the fighe of GOD and men, then thar 
which doth ſhewe forth in pratiſe, the 
goood graces that God hath beſtowed, 
to the comfort, cncouragement,and fur- 
cherznce of others : ſous there nothing 
more to bee diſpraiſed , then to ſuffer 
Gods gifts rolic hid,and as it were to be 
buned within vs,and to wrap vp that ta« 
lentin a napkin, as the Goſpellſpea- 
keth » which was put into our hands to 
ve, to great commoditic & aduantage, 
The more our time is 1dly ſpent , the 
more we hauc to anſwere:and the more 
that we have ſpent the time in good en- 
deuours,the leſle we haue to feare, Nay 
when the latter day of tudgement ſhall 
come, happy ſhall they be, ofwhart de- 
gree or calling ſocucr ; happy ſhall 
that ſeruant be , that is founde to bee 
fo painefull , For voto him it (hall 
bee given, and from him that had a 
a talent and vſed it not wall , it ſhalbe 
taken. And this ſhall be their glory and 
crowne of Aa" it {balbe ſaid 
” in

in the preſence of a]l the people of the 
world,then aſſembled; /: :s we/ done good 
ſeruant and fanthfull, thou haſt bene faith- 
fullinalutle , I'willmake thee ruler oxer 
wuch,enter in,mto thy maiſter- 10 y.lt 1: wel 
done good ſeruant and faithfull , As 1 
would the contrary ſentence muzhe fear 
them,that are ynmindful and careleſle, 
to ſpend the time wel, which ſhalbe pro» 
nounced then, and at that day againſt 
them. Cas? that wnprofitable ſeruant its 
ter darkeneſſe , there ſhall bee weeping 
and gnaſhins of teeth : Cai that une 
profiteble ſernaxt into witer aarke- 
neſſe. 

Now molt fiely to this warning , to 
ſpend our time we!l, is this counſell gi- 
uen vsto watch. For this iudgement 
ſha!l come as a ſnare vpon the whole 
earth , and ſhall come at vnawares, 
ro the ydic , wicked , and careleſle. 
And better watichiny there cannot be, 
then ro ſp:nd the time well . For 
ſo wee ſhall bee ſure , that wherher wee 
ſleepe or wake , wee bee the Lords: 
come death , come hfe , it cannot fall 
our amifle vnto vs. Je 1s ſaid, that the 


laſt ind 2EMent ſhall come as atheefe in 


the 
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che night: andalſo, that the inhabitanes 
of the world, ſhall for the molt part, if 
not all of them , be giuen to their plea» 
ſures, and all licenciouſneſſe, and looſe- 
neſl: of liuing ; as it was in the dayes of 
Lot , when Sodome and Gomorra were 
burr:t with fire and brim(tone from hea 
wen: and as it was in the dayes of Noah, 
when the windowwes of heaucn were 
opened , and when the floud came 
and ouerwhelmed them all. Thar (o 
iudzement may proceed molt juſtly a« 
gainſt chem, that ſhall then be ouerta» 
ken in ſuch filthy and vngod!y kinde of 
luing. Well are we countelled by the E- 
uangeliſts,& by the Apoftles,ifarleaft- 
wile we can ſulfertheir counſell to take 
deepe roote in our hearts. Now the end of 
all thixgs ſa\th the Apoltle S. Peter,ts at 
han4,be ye therefore ſober and watching m 
prayer.Likewile alſo his fellow Apoltle, 
Let ws not ſleepe as a» other (where leepe 
1s taken for a carelefle and lewde lite) 
but in all godly and vertuous exerci- 
les, let ws watch and bee ſober. For 
God ſaith hee , hath not appoynted vs 
wnto wrath , but to obtaine ſaluation, 
by the meancs of our Lord [eſis Chriit, 
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which dyed for v3 : that whether wee wake 
or ſleepe , we ſhould line together with him. 
Take heed therefore ſarththe Fuangelift 
S. Luke,2 1.2 4. vnto your /elues , leaſt at 
any teneyenr hearts be oppreſſed with ſur- 
fetting and drunkenneſſe , and cares of this 
bje, (which matters, the Apoſtle mea- 
neth Þy ſleeping) and leaſt that day come 
on you at onawares. Watch and pray conts- 
ally, that yee may bee counea worthy to 
eſcape all theſe things that ſhall come to 
paſſe,and that ye may fland before the /onne 


of man. And becauſe we know not when 


this iudgement ſhall be, neither as the 


Enangelist, CMar.1 3 .iauh,Do wee know 
when th maiſter of the houſe will come, to 
call his ſeruants to their reckoning,whee 
ther it will be at exen, or at midmpht; at 


the cock-crowing,or m the dawning ;leaſt if | 


he come ſudaenly,F.ce ſhould find vs (lee- 
ping and ill occupicd : therefore let vs 
alſo harken to the counſell of onr Saui- 
our Chni{t,which doth iumpe and agree 
with the former. Take heed ſaith hee, 
watch and pray, for ye know not when the 
ze #, or ſhall bee , when the trumpet 
ſhall blowe, tocal! you to udgement, 
etna theſe things which I ſay onto you , 1

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ſay wnto all : Watch,

nerall and laſt I ſhall be, wee curious. 


are wiiled to watch, and to bein a rea« 
dineſle againſt that time : but not to be 
curious to ſearch Gods ſecrets. It i not 
for you, faith our Saujour Chrift ro his 
Diſciples, 19 kyowe the times and the ſea- 
ſens,of this waighty matter. which God 
hath kept in his owne knowledge z and 
this is a miſerie of all miſeries, But the 
nature of man, asit 1s wholly defirous 
of newes, ſos it wholly giuen to knowwe 
thoſe things whichare hidden,and muſt 
be hidden :and yet are wee ſo preſump- 
tuous,as to creepe and clime into Gods 
vnſcarchable counſcll,althogh it be de- 
nied vs. Wherefore lect ys be content, 
to keepe our ſelues within the bounds 
of modeſtic, and not to be curious, and 
defirous to knowe more then the An« 
gels, who are altogether ignorant here« 
of; & much leſle ſhal we be able ro reach 
vntoit:but the more we defire to know 
itzthe further off (hal we be fromir. 

Some haue bene (6 bold,as to ſet down 
the time, and haue fained heauenly re- 
uclations , for the certaintic and afſu- 
G 3 rance

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rance of their ſpeeches : yet their vani- 
tie hath beene diſprooued , when the 
eime hath beene expired. How much 
better ſhall it bee for vs, to lay aſide all 
ſach vanitic , whichſtands vpon vncer- 
taintic , and give our ſelucs ro ſuch 
a carefull mcditation , that wee may 
not bee vnyprepated , when wee ſhall 
beecalled. Curious (carching can no- 
thing profit vs , but a wiſe and god- 
ly foreſight and forecaſt , may ſtand 
vs greatly in ſtead ; whereby wee 
ſhallnot bec taken at vnawares, as the 
vngolly are like to be, who forecaſting 
no danger , ſhall ſuddenly falliato de- 
ſtruction. 

If wee cannot ſuffitiently make an- 
{were vnto the Judge , before whoſe 
judgement ſeate wee ſhall ſtand , as 
doubrleſlc wee ſhall notbeec able to 
anſ{were one for a thouſand , lect vs 
prepare our hearts by confeſſion of 
our {innes, and by prayer for forgiue- 
nelle of them , and let vsſay withthe 
Prophet ; Enter not into indgement with 
vs O Lord, for inthy ſight ſhall no fleſh bee 
ified. O Lord forgiue vsourſiones, 
and lct not thy wrathfull diſpleaſure

light vpon vs, Who would be vnpre- 
pared againſt rhe time, that ſhall come, 
ardyetitis vncertaine, to teach vs to 
haue the more care : ſceing that after 
death hath arreſted vs,we ſhalbe broghe 
into the court of God: iudgement, and 
then no otheri(ſue,& no other way, but 
either heauen or hell, And who would 
not haue a great re-gard to thi; matter? 
For the tryall of this iudgement ſhalbe 
ſcencin the anguiſhof death , and as 
it were at the [aſt gaſpe, when our con+ 
ſciences ſhall bring heauy things toour 
r2inembrance ; and the diucll by his 
accuſations ſhall put vs in great fearez 
and driue vs well. neare to diſpaire, And 
thenearcr wee begin to approach , to 
the tribuna!l ſeate of Gods wdgement, 
the greatcr ſhall bee cur feare , and 
more grieuous vnto vs, then the bitter 
pangs of death it ſelfe. VWatchthere- 
fore and pray,that thou mayelt bepre- 
pared againſt chis time, and againſt this 
wwdgement. 


Wherefore the Lord in mercie, Concluſion 


graunt vsa godly and a peaceable paſ- 
{aze,and thar throgh his deſert that dy- 
&d for vs, it would pleaſe himto mirti-

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cate andaſſwage all theſe terrorus and 
feares : and let vs with all ſpeede, ap- 
roachto the throne of grace, to finde 
bien in time of need. Whereas the wic- 
ked which are careleſlc in their lifetime, 
at the poynt of death , and attheir Jaſt 
paſlage out of the world , ſhalbe ſo al- 
faulted on enery {1degby their owne c6- 
ſcience condemning them ; andthe di- 
uell accuſing them ; and the horrour of 
everlaſting torments to come, ouer- 
whelming them ; that they ſhall bee 
driuen to crie out againſt rhat iudge- 
ment , that hangeth ouer their heads, 

and wayteti1 for them at the doore. 
Such ſhall the day of udgement bee 
tovs, asisthe laſt day of our life, and 
looke what the courſe of our life is, when 
weare called vnto iudgement , (for af- 
ter our death , immediately commeth 
wdgement) and (o ſhall our iudgement 
be.

And therefore our Sauiour Chriſt 
hath ſaid: He that perfeuereth,and hol- Perſeucrs 
deth out well tothe end, he [hall be ſa- 
ued. The which that we may do,let vs 
be prudent Noahs, to build the Arke of 
a good conſcience, before the floud of 
wdgement do ouerflowe: prouident 7c- 

ſephs,to lay vp the graine of golineſle.in 
| the barns of our harts, before the dearth 
of mercy ſhale: like vnto painful ants, 
co prouiethe focd of the ſoule, before 
the winter of mſtice do appreach : trac- 
table patients,to take the preparatiue of 
repentance , before the pangs of death 
doo come : wile virgines , to haue 
ready the lampe of faith,and the oyle of 
vertue, before theBridgrome Chriſt Ie» 
ſus ſhut vp the doores:200d ſtewards to 
prouide for the tabernacle of heauen, 
before we looſe the office of this life. 
And ler vs norſtraine curteſic , to ſee 
who will go firſt : but let vs remember, 
that every one is to anſwere for himſelf; 
and God hath many meſſengers, For 
either ſickneſle will come , or age will 
come : nay death will come ſuddenly 
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and ſpeedily ; and after awhile we ſhall 
riſc azaine , and the Iudge wi'l come; 
who will neither be led by fauour or re- 
queſt ; nor blinded and ſtopped from 
proceeding,with bribes and money;nor 
then will allowe of roo late repentance;

Wherefore ſeeing that day ſhall bee 
comfortable to the zodly, which ſhalbe 
fearefull to the wicked : let vs endcuour 
before this iudgement come , to be a- 
mong the godly andthe righteous: and 
ehat our colciences may cleare vs ſo wel, 
that wee may feele within our ſelues, a 
deſireoftiisfecondcomming of Chriſt,

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demnation vnto vs, but euen the per- 
feftion of our ſaluation and redempti- 
on,and the beginning of all i»y & com« 
fort, While we hue here in this world, 
let vs be alwayes ready,by ſpending the 
time well. For as we ſowe, ſo ſhall we 
reape-As the holy Apoſtle doth put vs 
in minde, Ga/, 6. 7.8, Bee not decemed, 
God u not mocked. For he that ſoweth to 
the fleſh,by praftifing the workes of the 
fleſh, palltherefore reape corruption : or 
rather as if he had ſaid, condemnation, 
But he that ſoweth to the [pirit, by morti- 
{ying the decds of the fleſh,by the good 
mot1ons of Gods ſpirit,ſhall therehence 
reape cuerlaſting life. Which ſentence 
I pray God print in all our hearts, and

Bur 
ſecing God doth graunt vs the vnder- 
ſtanding of theſe matters bur after a 
ſort,he doth it for our good; thar ſeeing

1oyes co ſurmounr our c6ccits,by many 
degrees further , we might the more be

ofthe Toyes of Heauen, yy 
drawne in louc with God himſelfe,who 
hath ordained ſuchrare, vnſpeakeable, 
incomprehenlible, and endiefle excel.

in his obedience.  Asalfo conſidering 
our own great vn:vorthineſſc,ne mighr 
with the Prophet Dawid breake foorth 
intothe praiſes of God, 1 4.4.3. and ay 
Lord what ts man that tho haſ? [uch re 
et unto him : or the ſonne of man , that 
thor /o regarazſt him ? Now as the Pro.

greater &leſ{1ngs to come : ſo15 the hap- 
pie eſtate of cuerlaſting life , deſcribed 
vato vs, by ſuch carthly compariſons, as 
our natural capacitie can conceiue.

this caſe they may truly ſay with the 


Aſtrologers of King Nabuchadnezzer, 
Dan. 2. Itisa rare thing , and there is 
no other that tan declare them but God 
himſclfe , whoſe dwelling ts not with 
fleſ>. 

But let vsa little behold what fleſh 
and bloud hath ſet downe, concerning 
theſe ioyes of heauen. In the Turkiſh 
Alcoran, that is a booke which they vſe 
inſtead ofa Bi>le,which Buoke 27aho- 
met their Prophet left vntothem,as rhe 
learned hauc ſ{carched out : thus the 
toyes of heauen areſer downe, Their 
Prophet promilſcth them, garments of 
filke,ofall ſorts of colours; bracelets of 
gold and amber : par/oursand banquet- 
ting houſes vpon flouds and riucrs; veſ< 
ſels of gold andfiluer , Angels ſeruing 
the;bringingingold,milk;inhiluer,wine; 


lodgings turniſhed,cuſhens,pillows and + 


downs beds ; moſt beytitull women to 


accompany 
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zccompany them:gardensand orchards; 
with harbors, fountains, ſprings, and all 
manner of pleaſant fruits:riuers of milk; 
honey, and ſpiced wine: all manner of 
ſweetodours,perfumes,& fragrant ſents? 
and to be ſhort , wharſocuer the fleth 
ſhall defire to eate. T tius fleſhly people; 
haue afl:(hly religion,and a fl:ſhly pas 
radice to inhabit: and ſeaſual men,haue 
imagined the toyes of heauen,according 
to their ſenſual delights: & yet to them 
that haue any (ence andrealon, it canot 
chuſe , but ſcerne to end all in a table. 
T heſe 1oyes are [ecne in Princes courts: 
theſe wycs are ſeene in the Turkisſh 
kinzdome 2 bur the toyes of heauen 
arc ſuch , that no cye hath cucrſcene 
them. 

Putto leatterheſe deceived Turkes, 
fotheir talſe and fatned toyes,ler vs con- 
fider what othet haue imagined , not 
much vnlike co this. Which 1s ex- 
preſted by way of copariſon, of a poore 
mans miſerable eſtate, ſuddenly chan- 
ged,into molt ynl»oked for happineſle; 
whereby the toyes of an other life may 
appeare,by the miſeries of this life. As if 
2 po2re man that were ut of his _

behold the order and frame of this citie, 
as we may read in the aforcſaid 21. chap.

The matter declared is as follow- 
eth , beginning at the 12. verſe of the 
Chapter.7 hi-Citie Terufaler had a great OO 
wall,and 4 high,and had twelxe gates, and jb =q — 
at the gates twelne Angels, and the names dy the 
written , whch arc £ twelue Tribes of werdid. 
the chilaren of I{ragl, Onthe Fat part, Therefore 
there wers three gates : and onthe Nerth F 8 We | 
faethree gater:and onthe South ſide,three North, _ 
gates: and onthe Weſt ſide,three gates, And South, 
the wall of the Citiz had twelue foundati- 
ons,and in them, the names of the lambes, 
12. Apoſtles. And the citie lay foure ſquaze, 
and the length us as large as the bredth of its 
and the length and the breadth and the 
height of it , are equall. And the building 
of the wall of it , was of Iaſper : andthe 
Foundations of the wall of the ( itie , were 
garniſhed with all maner of preczons flowes. 
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And the twelue gates were 12. pearles, 
and every gatc is ot one pearle, andthe 
Areerte of the citic is pure gold , as ſhi- 
ning glaſle. The names of the precious 
ſtonesare further there recited. 
Youlee in theſe words, how glorious 
this citic of Godis: the walles of Iaſper: 
the foundations, of precious ſtones: the 
gates of Pearles : the pavement of pure 
gold. Andif the walles, ſtreetes, and 
gates bee ſuch,how much more ioyfull, 
comfortable, and incredible, are thoſe 
ehings within the citic 2 for wee muſt 
perſwade our {clues , thatrhere are ma- 
ny kidden treaſures,and matters of farre 
more account. Many things ſpoken of 
the outward place , bur thoſe things 
which are within are vnſearchable. Ac- 
cording to that we read, Rexe. 2,17,T0 
him that ouercommeth,will I giue to eate 
ofthe Manna that is hid, and will giue 
hima white ſtone, and in theſtone , a 
new name written : which no man 
knoweth,ſauing he that recciueth it. So 
ſecret and hidden are the things within 
the citic. 
T his /ers/al7is alſo called akingdome, 
£4,222 9. Therefore (aith Chriſt, 7 p- 
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poynt to you a tingdome , as my father hath 
appointed unto me , that ye may eate and 
arinke at my table, in my kingdome , and fit 
on ſeates,and indve the 12. Tribes of I[ra- 
el, And to c6fort the 2odly in all wants, 
diſtreſles , and neceſlities in this world, 
Chriſt ſaich vnto them , Lk. 12.31.

The place of eru/alem, where God 
would be worſhipped , which was in 
king Sa/omons time, is now there,which 
we docall the holy land,whichin times 
paſt, was ſo famous, that all nations had 
recourſe thither. And becauſe of Gods 
worſhipand ſeruice , and his manifold 
gracious bleſſings , powred vpon that 
place , therefore is the kingdome of 
heaucn compared to this,and called the

The commodities which belong to The hea: 
this heauenly /ers/a/ern,arc hir{t concers uenly ioyes 
ning the ſoulc , becing the principall {thc ſoule. 
part of man, Secondatily, as rouching 
the body : forthe body becing joyned

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Thus in the preſence of God (halbe all 
happineſle, and at his right hand there 
are pleaſures for euermore, And asitis 
ſaid,that the 2.4. Elders fel down before 
him, chat ſate onthe throne, and wor- 
ſhipped him that liveth for cuermore, 
and caſt their crowns beforethe throne, 
ſo ſhall! che Saints1n heauen, continu- 
ally ſing forth Gods praiſes, Rexe. 4. 10. 
and 14.1. The hundred fortie and 
foure chouland , which had the name of 
Godin their foreheads, did ſinga new 
ſong before the throne , and no man 
could learne that ſong, but the hundred 
fortic and fyurc thouland , which were 
redecmcd trom theearth.Rewe.7.

The commoditicsand priuiledges of 
the body alſo, thus vnited ro the ſoule, 
ſhall bec many, Aad fiſt ro begin 
with that which I finde ſet downe in the 
Text. And the citie bath no need of the 
Sun or the Moone to ſhine tn it:that w,there 
ſhalbe ſeeneno earthly wants, For what

All things then ſhall bee miniſtred 
vnto vs ſo aboundantly , that wee (hall 
not ſo much as once think of any want, 
whether it be foode,or cloathing,or any 
comfort of this life whatſocuer. Asthe 
Prophet //ay doth worthily exprelle it, 
Chap. 49. 10. They ſhall nor be hungry, 
either ſhall they be thirſly,nether ſhal the 
heate (mite them,ncr the Sun, For be that 
hath compaſſion on them, ſhall lead them e- 
wen to the ſprings of waters. Here the 
body hath necd ot reſt, but there thalbe 
nonight,neither ſhall there be any need 
of reſt : heere for feare of thecues and 
encmies,our houſes and the gates of our 
cities are ſhut, burthere the gates ſhall 
not be ſhut, but alwayes open, becauſe 
there ſhalbe nv feare of enemies , no 
fearc of future hurts and dangers, They 
that are opprelled here, had need of de- 
tence,of helpe,and comfort, and hardly 
itis to be had in this world, Eccle//. 5.7. 
P/al.1G. But there ſhall violence no more 
beheardof. Eſay.60.1 8.T here ſhall eue- 
77 ones cauſe beheard , and enery wrong 
ſhall 
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fall be righted, For there ſhall be no curſe, 
for not Sy che courſe of fin ſhall bee 
cut off, but all ocafions of fine (ball far 
be remoucd fromvs, and we ſhall bee 
throughly reconciled vnto our God, 
and we ſhall enioy perfe peace, Asno 
gricfe of mince , ſonodiſeale of body 
{hall moleſt vs, neither ſhall there be a- 
ny vſe or need of Phiſicke. All infir- 
mities ſhall be turned into perſeCtions, 
and all deformitie {hall have aa end. 
That which is now the mi2bry conque- 
rour of mankinde, that is death , ſhall 
then be trode vnder foote : for death 
ſhalbe ſwallowed vp into vitory, that 
with comfort we may ſay : O death 
where is thy ſling 2 O graue where is 
thy vitory ? 1.Cor.15. Andrhar which 
our fir{t parents cou!d nor taſte of, nor 
ſo rzuch as touch, that is of the tree of 
life, (for though they tafted of therree 
ofknowledge i of good and cwill, yce 
they were ſoone caſt our of Paradice, 
leaſt chey ſhould put forth their hand, 
and take of the tree of hife alſo,and care 
and live for cuer,Gerne.3.22,) in this /c- 
r«ſatem, even inthe mid{t of the {trecte 
of it, ſhalbe the tree of life, and acom- 
| I mon 
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mon paſlaye vntoit, Rexe. 22.2. For 
this corruptible,ſhall put on incorrupti- 
on;and this mortal,ſhall put on immor- 
talitic. T hus ſhall chere be mirth with 
ont ladneſle, health without ſicknelle, 
ſtrenz2th without weakenefleglife with- 
out labour, light wichour darkneſle, fe- 
licitie without abatement,al goodneſle 
withour any evill. Where youth flouri- 
ſheth, that neuer waxeth ode : hife that 
knowcth noenq, beautie thar ncuer fa- 
deth , loue that never cooleth , health 
thatneuer d1imimiſheth , ioy that never 
ceaſeth: there (hall be pleaſure without 
paine , andall happineſſe without any 
change, and life withoue che reach and 
gunſhot of death.

In carth, no ioy, pleaſure, or com- 
fort, ſo ſurpaſſing,ſoſtranzc,& ſowon- 
derfull,bur will breed a facicrtie, and we 
ſhall after a while waxe aweary thereof, 
eirher defiring greater, orelſe longing 
after varierie;as mans nature1s fiven to 
nothing ſo much,as to newneſſe and no- 
ueltie:bur behold,the ioyes of this new 
Teruſalem,ſhall be ſo diners, ſoſtraunge, 
and ſo incredible,that we ſhal neuer be 
ſatisfied therewith. Which in the Ree. 
21.2. is expreſſed intheſe words: that 
thetree of life bare 12. maner of fruites, 
and gaue fruite eyery moneth. 7welue 
manner of fruites : there is the diuerſities 
of their ioyes. Gining fruit enery moneth : 
there is the continual change, Stil plea- 
fing thy minde with varietie , and 
cy thy ſences with infinite de+ 
liohe. 
And this may make vs more eager 
after thoſe ioyes, becauſe we ſhall not be 
without them. For thetime of this 
life is but ſhort:and the time of this thy 
tryallin this world , is but in a manner a 
moment, If our time here ſhould be a 
thouſand yeares, _ isittoone day in 
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the world, which hath nonight : which 
be it, that it hath aſun-riſing,yer ſhallir 
never have a ſun-ſerting : an entrance 
and beginning there is intorheſc jayes, 
but the termes and date thereof cannor 
be tolde. And as therorments of hell, 
whereof I hauc heretofore ſpoken, are 
endlefle;fo arcthe 1oyesof heauen be- 
yond alirime : as they axe remedilelle, 
for out of hell there 15 no redemption,ſo 
are theſc 10yes without all change &al- 
tcration: as they are cofortleſle,lo theſe 
exceed inal maner of coforts,al without 
reach, withour nuber, without mealure. 
T hus hauc I ſhewed youthe toyes of 
the kingdome of heaucn,and yet haue I 
not ſhewed them : for neither can I vt- 
ter them, nor yet can youcoceiue them. 
Bur that which 1 haue already ſpoken is 
ſufficice, though notfor the worthines of 
the caule: or for the ſatisfying of ourin- 
finit deſirgs : yet foredifying,cofort,and 
inſtrugio. Andif I ſhould lead you alog 
with my owne deuices &c iwaginati6s,it 
were but a matter to delude you: againe 
ncl;her be youdeſtrous to knowe more 
thenis fit and conuenient, For when we 
hauc ſpoken all, or the learnedlt in the 
| | 2 
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world cxpreſled al,yer al muſt fal ſhore 
of this marke,to vrrer the truth of thoſe 
ioyes, For if noeye hath eucr ſcen them, 
nor hart of man can coceme ihem, how 
151t pothible, I iay notfor me to declare 
them, but for any tongue to vtter them? 
Bur that which we doo know, let vs ga- 
ther to our go0d,6& to our neceſſary 1n- 
ſtru&o,leauing oft co ſearch, where god 
wil giueno vnderſtandin og. Hiddenthey 
arc and vaknowne,that wee might the 
more carneltly deſirethem, For knowne 
things growe outot loue, T he confide- 
ratio of theſc ioyes already recited,may 
be futhcient toeltablith ys,& to cohrme 
vs,that there bee notin any of ys an vn- 
faichful heart, to depart away tro the li- 
uing God. And who wold depriue him- 
ſelfof thoſe ioyes, if they were no other, 
bur ſuch as cuen our owne minds mighr 
Imagine,or our own hearts conceiuc. In 
this cale let vs be content, there ro make 
aſtop, where Gods word hath (ce a full 
poynt, And bleſled be God, who toin- 
courage vs in the way of godlineſle,hath 
graunted vs thus to behold theſe incre- 
dible ioyes, thogh.it be but in a ſhadow, 
andasit were ynder a vailc, 
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Application Howbeit to ſhew youall theſe ioyes,

and not toapply them, ſeemeth aitogj- 
ther without vſc,and withour life. The 
profitable inſtruftions therefore that 
hcrehence may ariſe , are more then I 
can vtter ; yet gite mce leaue to recite 
ſome. And thinke not hardly, though 
I ſtay you a litle longer. For to heare 
the diſcourſe of thoſe things which per- 
caineto the kinzdome of heaucn, 1 my 
{elfe which haue ſearched more then a- 
ny of you, ſhould in this reſpett forſake 
my dyet , and forget to heare how the 
Clocke goes,or the day palles, Suppoſe 
we arenow buhie in the ficid at harueſt, 
vnmindfull to come euen to our owne 
houſes , and ſurely this is a farre better 
harueſt,and a better graine and commo- 
ditie, then we can gatherin. Whenit 
pleaſed God I ſhuld deuiſe this for your 
good, it was with comfort : and now 1 
vtter it,it is with comfort: and therefore 
I doubt not , but that you that heare it, 
heare it alſo with corafort. 

The frſt inſtruction for our vie,may 
bethis , rolearnetogrowe out of loue 
with this preſent world , and with the 
tranſitory pleaſures and profites of the 

ſame: 
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ſame : that ſo we may prepare our iour- 


|, neytoourlong home,andtoour wiſhed 


home,and to thoſe houſes and heauenly 
habitations, whoſe leaſes ſhall never be 
expired:to our heauenly Canaes,andto 
his newe and moſt bewtifull /-r»/a/erv. 
Howbeit for the molt part, wee arc ſo 
doted and bewitched with the gliſtring 
ioyes of this preſent fading world, thar 
noexhortation or perſwalion ſhal lighe- 
ly preuaile , towithdrawe our mindcy 
from thence. Which thing may lively 
be ſet forth to your viewe, by reciting of 
- a Parable of the cuſtome of a certaine 
Common- wealth, people, and Nation, 
which were woont to chule their king 
from among the poorelt fort of the pe0- 
ple , to aduance him to great honour, 
wealch, and pleaſures for a time. Bur af- 
ter a while, when they were awcary of 
him , their faſhion wax to riſe avainſt 
him, and to deſpoyle him of all his felici- 
tie: yeathe very cloathes off his backe, 
and (o to baniſh him naked into an I- 
land of a far countrey , where bringing” 
nothing with him , hee ſhould luc in 
great miſerie,and be pur te great ſlaue- 
ry for cuer. Which pradtiſe, one King 
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at a certaine time conſidering by good 
aduice;, (tor all the other , though they 
knew that faſhion, yer through negli- 
gence, and pleaſures of their preſent fe- 
lcitie , carcd not for it ) tooke reſolute 
order with himſelfe , how to preuent 
this miſcry. Which was by this meanes 
he ſaved eucry day great ſums of mony 
from his ſuperfluities and idle expen= 
ces 2 and (o ſecretly made ouer betore- 
band, agreattreaſure into thar Iland, 
whereinto he was in danger daily to bee 
ſent. And when the time came, that 
indeede they depoſed him from his 
kingdome,and turned him away naked, 
as they had done the other betore : he 
went to that Iland with ioy and confi- 
dence,where his treaſure lay,and was re- 
cciuedthere with excceding great try- 
umph , andplaced preſently in greater 
glory thencuer he was before. 

T hiscitie, or common-wealth,is this 
preſcnt world , which aduanceth to au» 
thoritic poore men; that is,luchas come 
naked into thislife,and ypon the ſudden 
when they looke beſt for it,dothit pull 
them downe againe, andturneththem 
naked into thei graues, and ſo __ cth. 
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them into an other world , where brin- 
eing no treaſure with them , they are 
like to finde litle fauor, and rather eter- 
nall miſcrie, The wiſe King that pre- 
uentethithis calamity ,is eucry one which 
in this lie , accerging to the counſel! of 
Chriſt , dooth ſeeke ta lay vp trea- 
ſurein heauen, againſt the day of theyr 
death , whcn they mult bee baniſhed 
hencenaked , as all the Princes of-thar 
Cirie were. Ar which time,if their good 
deedes doo followe them , as God pro- 
miſerh , then {ball they be happy men, 
and placed in much more glory , then 
cuer this world was able to giue them. 
But if they come without Qyle intheyr 
Lampes , then is there nothing for 
them to exſpect but this, Iknoweyoa 
not. 

This ſumof mony,is not ſo much our 
good deeds,as the forgiuenes of our ma- 
nifo!'d oftences,the amedmet of our fin- 
full lives, y godly &religious carcofthe 
life to come. That which weare ſo great- 
ly in loue withall , the Apoſtle guesvs 
couulel ro the quite contrary. Loue not 
the world,neither the things chatarc in 
the world,1./ob.2, headdcththe reaſon; 
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becauſe the worid paſſeth away.But he 
that fulfilleth the will of God, abideth 
for euer. Heauen is not in this life , and 
wemnſt looke to bee weaned from this 
world,if cuer we wil looke to bein hea- 
ue. | 
The ioyezof heauen, and the deſires 
of the worldare quite contrary:for they 
are too heauy a burthen,and doo hinder 
vs from mounting vp ſo high, And here- 
in for the moſt part, wee may be reſera- 
bled vnto the Graſhopper , which is 
borne and bred, [meth and dyeth in the 
fame ground. 

The Graſhopper hath wings and 
hoppeth vp alitle,but preſently falleth 
downe againe, So many of vs haue of- 
ten good motions vnto godlineſle, and 
the life tocome : and againe all is gone 
ma moment,and we returne to our olde 
affeRionsin this world , as though all 
our portion were onely in this life. 

Thoſe foules that feede groſly , ne-+ 
ver flye high : and they which feed their 
heares withthings belowe, cannot hauc 
their affeions in heauen. Theioyes of 
heauen being ſo rareand excellent,and 
fo ſurpaſſing woonderfull , that they 

might 
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might remouethele heauy,lumpiſh,and 
grouelling defires of this world, The 
carcleſle, earthly, and worldly minde, 
hath nofight, nor ſence , nor feeling of 
theſcioyes, But as the oxe is fatted in 
the paſture,and the byrd ſingeth ſweet- 
ly, and feedeth without feare : and ſud- 
denly the one is driuen to the laughter, 
and the other is taken inthe ſnare : So 
they that are giuen to the world , are 
lulled a ſleepin ſecuritie,vntil the time 
that death ſtriketh with his dart , and 
endleſle de{trution oucrwhelmeth the. 
But where is that marvor woman, which 
canſay with the Apoltle , [deſire to bee 
aiſſelned,and to be with Chriſt which x beſf 
of all? Phil, 1, For they that ſay ſuch 
things,declare plainely, that they ſeeke 
acountrey, Heb.11,14, Deſiring a bet- 
ter counttey then is to be found 1n this 
world ; that is,a heavenly: and for them 
hath God prepareda Cirie. Heb,1 3.14. 
For here we have no continuing Ciric, 
no continuing habiration : ler vs there- 
fore ſceke a better habitation to come, 
whichis of longercontinuance,and free 
from all miſerics. 
 Thenextfrunteis , thartheremem- 

brance 
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Theſe ioyes brance of theſe ioyes, teacheth vs pati- 
reachvs ence ina{fitions , in troubles and di. 
patience ſtreſſes, For how troubleſome ſocuer 
this life is here, yet there (hal al troubles, 
miſerics and wrongs,be aboundantly re. 
compenced, And the Apoſtle ſpea- 
keth truly. Rom. 8, 18, The aftlii- 
ons of this preſent time, are not wor- 
thy of the glory , which ſhall bee 
ſhewed vnto vs, In the 126. P/al. 
They that ſfowe in teates ſenh the 
Prophet , thall reape in ioy. And 
hee that now goetn on his way wee- 
ping , and beareth foorth good feed, 
ſhall doubtleſle come againe with 
ioy , and brigg his ſheaues with hun, 
Woe bee to you faith Chriſt , that vow 
laugh , for you ſhall waile and weepe. 
Like. 6.25, And therefore happy 
ſhall they bee in an other worlde, 
who hauc in good cauſes ſuffered |, 
wrongs , committing theiuſelues vnto » 
God. | 
Heavenly This time of heauenly 1oyes , is 
— <0" compared vnto haruelt., and what | 
bacucſt, Care dooth euery one take to pro- 
uide good and choiſe ſecde » that 


theyr harueſt may fall oux according]y. 
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Thy ſecde , is thy thonghts , chy 
words , thy deedes , and connerſati- 
on. Therefore let mee exhort you 
as the Apoſtle dooth , Galia. 6. 7, 
Bee not drceined , G O D 1s not moc- 
ked ; for whatlocuer a man ſoweth, 
that ſhall hee allo reape, For hee 
that ſoweth to his fleſh , ſhall of the 
fleſh reape corruption : but hee thax 
ſowerh to the ſpirit , ſhall of the ſpi- 
ritreape life euerlalting . Looke how 
weeſowelo ſhall wee reape: ſuch as our 
ſeede is, (ſuch allo ſhall bee our har- 
uelt. The date of this our life, 1; but 
ſhort , bur the remembrance of a lite 
well ledde , ſhall bee comfortable for 
eucr ; and this ſhall for ever and e- 
uct bee our endleſle harueſt : ſtill 2a- 
thering,(ti!] encreaſtiogy and neuer pay- 
ring, 
The laſt thing in the aforeſaid 21, Holinele. 
Chapter , ofthe Reuclation is , that 
there ſhall enter into this heauenly /s- 
ruſalem, mo vucleane thing, And as it 1s 
in the Prophecie of Zechariah, Chap. 

I4.21. Inthat day, there ſhall bee no 
morethe ( anaanite inthe houſe of the 
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The Caranites were a lewde people, 
and for the lame, were driuen out of the 
land : and if they were not worthy to 
dwell oncarth,much leſſe ſhall they be 
worthy to be receiued 1n heaven. Deare- 
ly beloned faith the Apoltle S. Perey. 1, 
Epift,2.11, Abitaine from fleſply lufts, 
bridle them,keepe them vader,tor they 
hght againſt the ſoule, Colo. 3. 1. If ze 
be riſen with Christ , ſeeke thoſe thinss 
which are aboue , where ( brit ſtteth at 
the right hand of God. Set your affettions 
071 things which are aboue,and not on things 
which arc on earth : ana mortifie your im- 
moderate affetlion, and euillconcupiſcence. 
Remember thi; peremptory word : No 
vncleane thing ſnall emter there, CMat. 5, 
8, Bleſſed are the prre un heart , for the 7 
Jhall ſee Goa. Heb. 12.14. Follow hoty- 
neſſe, without the which , no man can [ce 
God, 

And God graunt vs this wedding 
2arment of holyneſ[e,that we way goe 
in with the bridegroome : for we know 
what befell to him that wanted it, Lat. 
22,11, Letvsworke our owne ſaluati- 
on with feare and trembling; being de- 
* frous to rcceiue a kingdome,whichcan- 
not 
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not bee ſhake : let vs pray for grace, 
whereby we may ſo ſerne God , that we 
may plcaſe him with reverence & feare. 
And ſeeing we baye precious promiſes, 
2.Cor.7.1.2.Pet,1.4. and that more ſu- 
rer,then the heauen and the earth, Heb. 
6,1%18. let vs cleanſe our ſelnes from all 
filthineſle ofthe fleſh & ſpirir,and grow 
vp into ful holincſlein the fear of God. 
For as they tha thus do his will,ſhal en- 
terin through the gates into the Citric, 
and their righe ſhalbe inthe tree of life: 
So withour,ſhalbe dogs,and all vnclean 
=_ Rev.22.14, Letnotmy laſt cx- 

rtation be forgotten among you. Ex- 
ver in at the ſlrart gate : for it 1s the wide 
teand broad way, that leadcth to de- 
ion, and many therg be which goe 
inthercat. Becauſe the gate is ſtraight 
andthe way narrow, that leadeth ynto 
life, fewe there be that finde it. 


Toadde vnto theſe, one of the grea- Gods mer- 


teſt ioyes among all, is Gods mercie : 
Whereof wee haye a ſweete taſte in this 
life, For were it not for that,none of vs 
all ſhonld enter into that place , where 
thoſe ioycs are tobe found. For as onr 
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firſt parents , by Godsiuft anger accore 
dins rotheir duc deſert, were caſt our of 
Paradice,and an Angel ſet with a ſword 
drawne,to —_ the way, thatno fleſh 
ſhould return thither ; ſorhe oncly gate 
to let vs in againgis Gods mercy, Wher- 
of, as the godly and moſt righteous that 
are,ſtand in greatneed,(o let none of vs 
all,cither abuſe Gods mercy,or preſume 
ofhis mercy, leaſt we miſle of the fame, 
This mercy , iscalled the rich mercy of 
Godforno treaſure is comparable vnto 
it: andas it paſſethall vnderſtanding,ſo 
cannot the deepeſt reach of man , con« 
ceiue any part of the depth or heighe 
therof : the compaſlle,the largenefle,the 
wideneſle and breadth of ir is ſuch, that 
ic cannot bee meaſured : and therefore 
may it well be called,as it is indeed,both 
infinit, and incomprehenſible. And be- 
cauſe no tongue of man can ſpeake irlet 
Angels bring the meſl; ge: As wereade 
Luk.2.14.Gtory be to Godin the high bea- 
Wes, andpeace in earth , andtoward:s men 
good will. T he Lord of his goodnelle,di- 
re our ſteppestothisthrone of mercy, 
and cloath vs withthe garment of mer- 
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&, Andthe Lord this day ſerhisprint 
and ſeale ypon you. 

Thus I perſwade my ſelf, I have now 
wonne ſome, and whom I have wonne, 
the Lord in mercy keepe : and ſo Idif- 
charge my ſelfe, For weareall by our 
omne diſpoſition, like ynto rottering 
walles, fil readie tollide, till readie ro 
fall. And therefore I would I might lay, 
asit was aide to him thar ſuffered with 
Chriſt; T his day ſhall ye be in Paradice. 
Andifthis day your harts be throughly 
conuerted,furely this day you are in Pa- 
radice, It waz no comfort to Adam and 
Eue,co remember they werin Paradice, 
ſeeing themſclues now caſt out. Andif 
webeonce placed in Paradice, then lct 
vs looke to our ſtanding,that we fal noe. 
For as weare mortal,ſo are we mutable: 
and nothing fo familiar with vs, as to 
chaunge, De#.5,294, Vncanſtant God 
knowes weare ,the Lord make vs ſted- 
falt, Andthe remerabrance of theſe 
heauenly ioyes , which wee baue now 
heard, let that make vs ſtedfaſt even to 
the end, Deo ſob ononts law fit & gra 
Et gratia in ſeculum. 
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
